HE Pope has held this Week feveral 

Congregations upon the Affair of the 

new Demands of the Houfe of Auftria, 

but their Refolutions are kept fecret. 

’Tis (aid however that in cafe of refufal, 
we arethreaten’d with the Seifure of feveral Reve- 
nues in the Kingdom of Naples, that belong to the 
Holy See. By the Pope’s Order, there has been 
Prayers of 40 Hours, and the Holy Sacrament has 
been expos’d in the Englifa Church of St. Thomas, 
to implore the Bleffing and the Affiftance of the Al- 
mighty upon the Defcent which the pretended Prince 
of Wales, whom they call here King James III, is 
gone to make in Scotland. , 

Milan, April 6. M. Mocenigo is gone from herice 
toproceed on his Journey to France, where he is 
going in Quality of Ambaffador from the Republick 
of Venice. The Prince of Wirtemberg is arriv’d 
here from Germany, being to go to Barcelona with 
General Staremberg. We have Advice from Naples 
that the Viceroy had given Notice to the Pope, that 
if he fent not hither a Legate a /atere, to compliment 
and acknowledge the Queen of Spain, when fhe 
comes hither from the Court of Vienna,he would feize 
the Tenths of all the Ecclefiaftical Revenues, be- 
longing to the Holy See throughout all the King- 

om. 

Bologna, April 3. The Troops of the Pope that 
were in Garrifon in the Caftles of St. Cio, Greve- 
coeur and St. Agatha were review’d fome Days ago, 
and ‘tis affur'd that part of them will be reform’d, 
and the reft {ent forthwith to Ferrara. The Baggage 
of the two Regiments of Imperial Horfe that are 
coming from Naples for the Milaneze, is pafs’d 
through this City, and has taken the Route of St. 
Gio, to continue their march through the Mantaan. 

From the Harlem Courant, dated April 21. 

Milan, April 6. Twelve Pieces of Cannon and 
two Mortars are embark’d at Pavia, and fome 
Troops and Ammunition are got ready, as ‘tis faid, 
to befiege Ferrara, and the two Regiments of Horfe, 
that are coming from Naples are to joyn them, An 
Edi&t is publith’d here, forbidding all Remittances 
of Penfions to any Perfons who refide in the Ecclefi- 
flical State; and the Royal Treafurer has Orders 
to Sequefter all the Revenues belonging to any of 
the Clergy, who are not actually in this Dutchy ; 
fo that the Differences with the See of Rome are 
grown to a great Head. . 

Flovence, March 31. The Great Duke intends to 
Continue yet 15 Days longer at Pifa. The Cheva- 
lier Palavicino has confiderably increas’d the Garri- 
fon of Orbirello and Piombino, and fent the reft of 
his Troops to the Blockades of Porto-Hercole, and 
Porto-Longone. hey write from Venice of the 
6th, thar the Earl of Manchefter, the Queen of 
weat Bricain'’s Ambaffador there, having imbatk’d 
lome of his Equipage aboard an Englith Ship, ‘twas 
eev'd his Excellency intended to depart in a fhort 
time for London.

Grenoble, April 10. Befides the 16 Ba: ations and 
the 3 Regiments of Horfe, that march'd on the 4th 
Inftant fiom Dauphine to Germany, two Kegimars 
of Dragoons are likewife on their march chicher ; and 
in the room of thofe Troops there are others march- 
ing this Way out of Languedce and Provence. We 
have Advice that the Duke of Savoy is getting to- 
gether a great Quantity of Ammunition at Sufa, 
which makes us apprehend that he has not only a 
— upon Peroute, but allo upon Briat.gon or Am- 

run. 

Marfeilles,April 9. We have receiv’d the unwelcome 
News that two of ourShips coming richly laden from 
the Levant, were taken by the itnemy not far from 
the Ifle of Malta, and are brought into Leghorn. 
Five Galleys and 14 Men of War are fiting our ar 
Toulon, as ‘tis faid, for the Security of Sicily and 
Sardinia. 

Strasbourg, April 11. Twenty Pieces of Iron Can- 
non are brought hither from Saar-Louis, and carry'd 
into our Caftle. Many French Regiments are masch- 
ing from the Saar and the Mozelle to the Nether- 
lands: The Germans have reinforc’'d the Garrifon 
of Keyferflauteren with one Battalion from Landau, 
which has oblig’d our Troops to abandon the Caftles 
of Kirchenbag and Ley nen. 

From the Amfterdam Courant, dated April 21; 

_ Francfort, April 14. The Troops of Heffe-Darm- 
ftadt and Pruffia, that belong to the Army on rhe 
Upper Rhine, are already marching that Way ; and 
we hear that of the Elector Palatines Troops only, in- 
cluding thofe in the Pay of foreign Potentates, and 
in his own, there will be nolefsthan 19 Squadrons 
and 13 Battallions in that Army: And 4 Imperial 
Regiments are likewife coming thither out of Italy : 
From whence we have Advice, that the Germans 
intend to lay Siege to Ferrara, and that they have 
already imbark’d at Pavia the Artillery needful to 
We hear for certain that the French 
are drawing together near Strasbourg, and that Mar- 
fhal Rofe and M. Lee is come to Huninghen. 
From the Antwerp Courant, dated April 20, 

Hannover, April 13. Our Elector has put off his 
Departure for Francfort rill che 4th of May: Mean 
while our Troops are oider’d to begin their march 
to the Rhine on the 18th of this Month, We are 
not here over-pleas’d at the dilatorinefs of theDiet at 
Ratisbon in coming to any Refolution touching the 
Operations of the Campaign ; forafmuch as in all 
appearance, if the Army of the Empire could take 
the Field betimes, they might encamp in the Ene- 
my’s Country, and thereby preferve the Lands of 
the Allies from the Defolation and Ruin with which 
they are threaten’d. 

From the Harlem Courant, dated April 21. 

Landau, April 14. On Monday fome Pieces of 
Cannon were brought hither from Philipsbourg un- 
der a Guard of 5000 Men, and more are expected 
from thence. The French are repairing and enlarg- 
ing the Ways from Strasbourg to Weiffenbourg. 
Their Troops in Alfatia, together with all Neceffa- 
ries are ready, asthey give our, to undertake fome 
Siege. ‘Tis faid that all our Troops are to Canton 
the 21ft Inftant, to keep a watchful Eye on the 
French. Count Mercy is to Command a flying Ar- 
my of 10000 Men on the fide of the Black Foreft. 
Our Letters from Strasbourg of the 12th fay, that 
M. Villars having Advice of the ill Succefs of the 
Expedition againft Scotland, had thereupon chang'd 


his Meafures, and put off the Execution of his in- 
tended Defigns.
